Jesus went over to the collection box in 
the Temple and sat and watched as the 
crowds dropped in their money. Many 
rich people put in large amounts. Then 
a poor widow came and dropped in two 
pennies. He called his disciples to him 
and said, "I assure you, this poor widow 
has given more than all the others have 
given. For they gave a tiny part of their 
surplus, but she, poor as she is, has 
given everything she has. " (Mark 12:41-44) 
Compared to the amounts offered by the rich 
people, this widow's offering was nothing! 
Yet, Jesus commended her before his 
disciples. The rich gave a small portion of 
their abundance back to God, whereas the 
widow gave God her everything - all she 
had to live on! I see this moving passage of 



Scripture as God's challenge for me to give 
Him my everything. 

The <Reason 

God used CCC in NTU to provide an 
environment that has been instrumental in 
my growth towards maturity as a Christian. I 
had been a Christian for 10 years - I prayed 
and received Christ when I was in primary 3
